WooRi  Seo  of  Seoul,  Korea  came  to 
the  Quad  Cities  this  year  to  add  to  her 
travels  (Philadelphia,  Minnesota,  and 
NYC)  in  America.  “It's  beautiful  here," 
WooRi  says,  “the  people  are  so  kind.”  Her 
goals  this  year  were  to  learn  English  and 
experience  American  culture. 

In  Korea,  students,  who  must  wear 
uniforms  everyday,  have  to  go  to  school 
at  7  in  the  morning.  They  are  normally 
dismissed  at  about  3  or  4  in  the  afternoon 
and  some  students  stay  as  late  as  1 0  at 
night  just  to  study.  "Korean  students  really 
want  good  grades,”  she  explains,  “the 
tests  are  really  important  to  us.

Sankofa  is  a  new  performing  arts  group  at  Rock  Island 
High  School.  “Sankofa  was  created  because  of  the  students 
that  participated  in  the  production.  They  were  the  main 
inspiration.  They  enjoyed  having  a  creative  release  that  was 
culturally  sensitive  and  artistically  enriching,"  Mrs.  Taylor,  the 
group  advisor,  says.  Sankofa  is  an  expression  in  the  Akan 
language  known  as,  “se  wo  were  fi  na  wason  kofa  a  yenki.” 
Literally  translated,  it  means  “It  is  not  taboo  to  go  back  and 
fetch  what  you  forgot."  Mrs.  Taylor  explains,  “Sankofa  teaches 
us  that  we  must  go  back  to  our  roots  in  order  to  move  forward.

This  year  marked  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  first  game  played  at  the  Rock 
Island  High  School  Fieldhouse.  The  first  game  played  on  the  gym  floor  was 
Rock  Island  against  Rockford  West  on  December  4th,  1959.  Although  this 
was  a  exciting  event,  many  more  have  taken  place  since.  Former  President 
John  F.  Kennedy  made  a  late  stop  and  delivered  a  campaign  speech  with 
1 1 ,000  people  in  attendance,  which  is  still  a  record  to  this  day.  Throughout  the 
years,  we  have  seen  many  guests  in  the  Fieldhouse,  including  jazz  musicians, 
Maynard  Ferguson  and  Louis  Belson,  all  playing  on  the  court  floor.  Along  with 
many  games  hosted  by  the  Rocks  Basketball  team  and  the  Girls'  Volleyball 
team,  there  have  been  many  school  assemblies,  such  as  the  famous 
Homecoming  assemblies,  and  many  more.  On  December  4th,  2009,  there 
was  a  pre-game  reception  in  the  cafeteria  to  allow  fans  the  chance  to  look  at 
some  of  the  original  articles  and  pictures  from  the  1959  dedication,  and  meet 
some  of  the  team  members  from  that  year.  Later  on  that  night  after  the 
sophomore  game  against  United  Township,  there  was  a  ceremony  with 
speeches  from  former  Rocky  Player  and  Iowa  Coach  Sharm  Scheurman, 

1959  Rock  Island  Player  Pryce  Boeye,  and  IHSA  executive  director  Marty 
Hickman.  Soon  after  the  ceremony  was  complete,  the  varsity  game  against 
United  Township  started,  and  the  crowd  went  wild  rooting  for  their  Rocks.  On 
Saturday  the  festivities  continued  with  a  pre-game  reception  in  the  cafeteria 
where  the  fans  could  meet  some  of  the  players  from  the  14  Rock  Island 
Basketball  teams  to  reach  the  Sweet  16  since  the  first  game  in  the  Fieldhouse 
in  1959.  In  the  past  50  years,  there  have  been  many  memories  formed  within 
the  crimson  and  gold  walls,  and  there  will  be  many  more  to  come.  For  the 
graduating  class  of  2010,  the  graduation  ceremony  may  be  the  most 
memorable.

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Many  changes  have  occurred  at  Rocky  over  the  past 
several  years,  such  as  the  purse,  phone,  and  I.D.  policies 
currently  in  place.  Principal  Robert  Mason  states,  “I  do  not 
make  the  policies,  but  enforce  them."  And  while  doing  so,  he 
is  helping  to  make  our  school  an  area  to  get  our  education,  not 
to  socialize.  These  policies  were  created  by  committees 
involving  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators.  Phones,  he 
explains  are,  “a  disruption  to  class  and  education.”  Purses 
became  a  safety  hazard.  “All  school  policies  are  as  important 
as  the  other,  and  each  one  was  established  for  a  reason,"  Mr. 
Mason  explains.  These  policies  came  about  due  to  issues 
making  the  policies  necessary.  The  purse  policy  was  created 
this  year,  the  I.D  policy  last  year,  and  not  being  able  to  use 
electronics  has  been  a  rule  for  many  years.  “The  I.D  policy  is 
well  enforced,  we  have  had  about  30  referrals  a  day  second 
semester,  compared  to  the  1 00  we  had  first  semester,"  Mr. 
Mason  says.  He  also  explains  that  a  “majority  of  all  students 
follow  all  school  rules  and  policies,  about  80%  do,  while  20% 
do  not.” 

Although  we  have  new  policies  and  rules,  overall,  they 
have  improved  our  school,  making  it  better  to  focus  on 
learning.
